This story, concerning the discovery of a 
lost civilization, really fitsin with thisissue's 
theme, In fact, the "Siaves of Babylon” story 
is very close to the plot of the Universal 
International picture THE MOLE PEOPLE 


(which has just come out on video). If you 
mixed "Slaves" with "SANDWITCH® it 
would closely approximate MOLE 
PEOPLE, 

No doubt you've noticed the art on the 
inside covers of this issue, They feature the 
Avon Jungle Girl TARINDA that was fe 
tured in the WHITE PRINCESS OF THE 
JUNGLE comic, The art is by famed illus- 
trator, EVERETTRAYMONDKINSTLER. 
Last issue we printed one of this character's 
adventures when she was known as 
TAANDA. 

‘TANGI returns in an adventure illus- 
trated by JACK KAMEN of EC Comics 
fame, Thisoncisfrom Fox Comics’ DAGAR, 
THE DESERT HAWK No.16, 1948, 

Closing out this issue is SHIRL, THE 
JUNGLE GIRL, the ultimate tongue-in- 
check jungle potboiler. I wrote earlier that 
JUNGLE GIRLS' readers don't like com- 
edy in their jungles but for variety's (as well 
as history's) sake, I just could not conclude 
this series without including SHIRL, This 
‘was a parody of SHEENA in the "MAD" 
comics vein as drawn by HOWARD 
NOSTRAND. MAD never did a take off on 
the Jungle Girl phenomenon although they 
should have, This is the next best thing as 
Nostrand’sstylestrongly resemble'sthe styles 
of top Mad artists Jack Davis and Wally 
Wood.
